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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The examiner of this application in the PTO has changed. To aid in correlating 
any papers for this application, all further correspondence regarding this application 
should be directed Sharon Wen, Group Art Unit 1644, Technology Center 1600. 

2. Claims 1-64, 66-69, 75-76 are pending. 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-31 , 38-53 and 75-76 in 
the reply filed on 02/19/2009 is acknowledged. 

Claims 32-37, 54-64, 66-69 have been withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected Inventions, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. 

Upon further consideration, claims 1-31 , 38-53 and 75-76 are subjected to further 
species election requirement set forth herein. 



Election/Restrictions 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

4. Applicant is required to elect a specific glycan as recited in the present claims 
(e.g., 3Man OR 2GlcNAc OR 1Xyl). 

5. Furthermore, Applicant is required to elect a specific antibody (e.g., anti-herpes 
simplex virus antibody OR anti-dual integrin antibody). 

6. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The technical feature 
linking groups l-XXIV is an immunoglobulin with at least on glycopeptides which lacks 
fucose, or a plant producing such an immunoglobulin or a nucleic acid encoding such 
an immunoglobulin. However, in the prior art (WO 01/31045; published on May 3, 2001; 
reference of record) Bakker et al teach transgenic plants that have reduced fucosylation 
of an antibody (see Figure 3 D). Therefore, the technical feature linking the inventions of 
groups l-XXIV does not constitute a special technical feature as defined by PCT Rule 
13.2 as it does not define a contribution over the prior art. 
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7. Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election.
